GEN. YANG SEN 
IN SZECHUAN 

May 12 
In is something of a novelty 
for Tuchuns and Tupans to 
address foreign newspapers in 
their own defence and we may’ 
therefore call special attention to 
the letter to-day from General 
‘ang Sen, Tupan of Szechuan, 
which is, moreover, most interest- 
ing in itself. “The general 
condition of affairs in this vast 
and remote province has been 
very obscure of late. We have 
heard of other generals combining 

















etc attack General Yang Sen, who, 


it will be remembered, first under- 
took the conquest of Szechuan as 
a Heutenant of Wu Pei-fu’s, and 
of these generals, in turn, com- 
plaining to Peking that General 
‘Yang was marching to attack, 
them. General Yang’s own, 
account of the matter may be 
‘boiled down into a very few words. 
As de facto governor of the pro- 
vinee, he says, I set to work to 
introduce a number of obviously 
much needed improvements. In 
80 doing I trod on the toes of a 
number of people who do not like 
to have to give account of how 
they spend public money, with 
which they prefer to line’ their| 
‘own pockets. Naturally these! 
People are up in arms against me. 
Knowing that they mean to attack| 
me, I have taken my precautions. 
“With this foree at my command 1 
intend to gain complete control of| 








‘the provinee. I do not attack till 


Tam attacked, I have not raised 
[the banner of war. I hope that the 
[whole programme will be worked out 
‘with little fighting.” 
It seems, therefore, that Szechuan 
is in for another spell of civil war. 
To do General. Yang justice, we 
believe his claims in respect of 
public works for the province are 
just. Only a week or two ago we 
printed a letter from a correspond- 
‘ent who, revisiting Chéngtu after 
a long absence, spoke with 
edmiration of the fine roads that 
had been opened up in the city. 
And generally speaking those who 
have lived under General Yang's 
administration speak of it with 
Praise. But here is one’ un- 
fortunate fact. When he entered 
the province, Wu Pei-fu's star was 
in the ascendant and Tsao Kun sat 
on the throne in Peking. Now 
Wu is @ fugitive and Tsao Kun a 
prisoner; another party reigns in 
Peking and has got itself acknow- 
edged as Government; this party 
is “hostile to Gen. Yang and 
denounces him as a rebel. It is 
clear from his letter that he means 
tc fight for his position and we 
are far from saying that it would 
Tot be the best thing for 
Szechuan that he should re- 
tain it. But if he does, in 
defiance of a recognized Govern- 
ment in Peking, his position is 
none the less irregular. Or if he 
be turned out and others, of Anfu 
complexion, come in: in a few 
months, perhaps, Anfu is ousted 
from Peking, its successors get 
themselves recognized, and then 
its colleagues in the provinces be- 
come rebel 
We have not the slightest desire 
to see General Yang turned out of 
Szechuan if, a8 seems to be the 
case, he is doing good work there. 
We are merely pointing out what 
is bound to be the position of one 
section or another of provincial 
rulers while government goes with 
the sword. The success of any 
one man in one part of China 
may make half-a-dozen others 
theoretically rebels, however, 
‘much it may be to the public good 
that they should stay where they 
‘are undisturbed. Such are the 
fruits of the policy of unification 
by force; and the lesson of the 
civil war is that both parties 
equally strive to obtain unifica- 
tion in that way, however much 
they profess to eschew it,

Some weeks-ago, if we remem- 
ber rightly, a paragraph appear- 
ed in the Chinese press warning, 
persons on the river that a zone 
had been declared about the gun- 
boats within which it would be 
unsafe to penetrate; and we

SZECHUAN TUPAN’S 
POLICY 





Stern Fight Against Enemies 
in Province: His New 
Roads in Chengtu 


aos Our Oww Connesronvent. 


Chéngtu, Sze., Apr. 25. 
For nine months, Tupan Yang. 
has been engaged in the ambitious 
task of transforming Chéngtu into 
2 more modern city. 
The Great East Street was 
first improved. Orders were given 
for all the merchants to cut 8 or 10 
‘feet from the front of their-skops. 
‘A line was drawn and everybody 
had to hew to the line, no matter 
what kind of a building they pos- 
sessed. Two or three storey brick 
Duildings had to conform equally 
with the low buildings of frame de 
sign, Would the people submit? 
They have, and now seea to want 
all the streets to be widened. « 

‘The main streets in the centre of 
the eity are all joined with the eity 
‘gates, with well paved, widened, 
thoroughfares. Scores ‘of ricshi 
ply in all directions, The fine big 
bricks that formed the parapet on 
the city walls, together with the 
wall of the outer circle at each gate 
is being used for the drains, or 
broken up to form the foundation 
ef the streets. Upon these broken 
brieks and stones, as the old stone 
pavements also are smashed up, @ 
covering of limo sand and dirt is 
rolled hard. 


Co-operation of Merchants 

After a week's stamping the sur-' 
face takes the appearance of cor 
crete. It seems like a miracle that 
so many streets could be done in 
such a short time. These wide 
streets are being projected out 
through the suburbs, and from the

We always travel third class on 
the Canton-Hankow railway: unless 
‘there happens to be a fourth, when 
‘wo take that for choice. Since the 
yecent famine however, the fourth 
class fares have been pushed up to 
third, though the coaches are still 
marked fourth class, in order to 
‘gasist the unhappy’ famine suf-| 
drers, of -whose needs those in

We prefer to travel third class 
Because it is cheap and nasty; to 
travel first class is dear and nastier 
still, You may buy a first class 
ticket all right, but you get nothing 
for it save the doubtful sqtiafac- 
tion of standing in a draughty 
corridor and watehing some dirty 
individual, probably" recently a 
coolie, stretching himself at full 
Jength on the first class seat you 
‘have paid for, while a group of, 
minions, dirtier by a shade than

But the 
sowing had been very late in the 
season, and the winter and spring 
had been dry, so that most of the 
seed had died’ in the soil instead of 
growing. Proclamations have been 
issued ordering the ploughing up of 
what there is, and to some extent 
these are being heeded, We saw 
some fields, however, that wero 
‘being cultivated, the owners having 
apparently no thought of destroying 
them. Inspectors are out investigat- 
ing.

We knew not where the 
bandits were, As there was no way] 
to get to the train except across an

could do if we did get there, we re- 
‘turned into the compound, the gates 
‘of which were already being closed 
by the Military Police within, We 
were very anxious for a while for 
‘cur friends on the train, but eventual 
ly a police afficer informed us that 
the passengers on the train were in 
no danger for the two cars contain- 
ing the bandits had been uncoupled 
east of the station where most of 
the soldiers were lined up and the 
shooting going on at this west-end 
was by the soldiers shooting into 
the air to hear their guns go off 
a favourite pastime of the Chinese 
soldier, 


Carriage Dripping with Blood 


‘When the firing ceased we 
fenued forth, to find our friends safe 
and sound. ‘The passenger carriages 
had apparently not been struck by 
‘bullets. ‘The cars occupied by the 
robbers, so called, were a shambles, 
and were riddled with bullets. 
‘Twenty-five dead bodies were taken 
from them and 14 badly wounded 
men. ‘The Shensi troops did not 
escape scot free for nine at least 
of them are dead and 12 badly] 
wounded, several fatally so. Some 
of these were evidently shot by the'r 
‘own comrades, either those behind 
them or those on the other side of 
the track, Few civilians were hurt 
this time, for most had scented 
danger and made themselves scarce. 
One poor fellow had not got out of 
‘the way and was bedly wounded and 
‘then stripped of all but his trousers 
by beggars as he lay on the ground. 

‘The Chinese Red Cross organiza- 
tion acted with commendable 
promptitude. ‘They gathered up the 
‘wounded who were not in the Shensi 
ranks and conveyed them to the 
Mission Hospital with a note stating 
‘that they would be responsible for! 
amoney spent. ‘The Shensi wounded 
were of course looked after by their 
‘own people and'were'later also sent 
in to the Hospital which now has 










































24 of its beds filled by victims of this 
faffray, about an equal number being| 
from each side. 


Motive for the Slaughter 

The whole trouble seems to have

all their other possessions had been. 
[taken from them, Probably his-suc- 
jcess in this venture led the Shensi 
commander to think that it might 
just as well be repeated.

Rumour has it that Generals Li 
and Wang fearing they could not 
edtablish themselvgs invited Gen- 
eral Tang Chi-yuu to assist them, 
ut before his arrival they managed 
th obtain entire control of the pro- 
vince. His advancing troops 
‘then unnecessary and not wanted. 

‘The former ally still determined 
to go on to Kuangtung, and refused 
to retire from the province which he 
‘was beginning to enter. In quick 
time he occupied cities as far inland 
from Yunnan, as Nanning, the 
capita’. 

To oust the new arrival, the 
‘entire force of ‘Li and Wang were 
sent toward Nanning. This new 
‘move compelled the withdrawal of 
‘the garrisons from Liuehow and 
Kweilin, Wuchow was occupied by, 
Ti Tsai-sun from Shui Hing, upon 
invitation from General Wang. 

Kweilin was left with a smaa 
garrison which was soon besieged 
hy the son of Shum Hung-ying, who 
took the eity with but little dif 
culty. 

Liuchow was threatened by allies

‘A special motor boat runs be- 
tween Wuchow and” Kuaiping for 
the express purpose of carrying 
silver bar imported from Hongkong 
for minting purposes. One round 
trip every three days is made. 

‘The establishing of an arsenel in 
Kuniping has been carried out with 
‘the hope that eventually munitions 
land arms can be supplied locally 
thus assisting greatly in the sup- 
plying of the needed war materials.

Tt may not be generally known 
that, far from being a scheme 
hastily devised and presented to the 
public, the foreign Y.M.C-A, pro- 
posal has been under way for some|

“More Revelations Concerning 
Protection Afforded Combine 
by Authorities 


‘Most of the Chinese newspapers 
are devoting columns to the cam- 
paign against the smuggling and 
open sale of opium. in Chinese ter- 
ritory under official ‘protection, 

The Anti-Opiunr Association is in 
veceipt of information that there 
are now some 40 shops operating 
in the City, near the Small East| 
Gute, the Hsin Wu Tai (Zung Foo, 
Lee)’ and at Chiu Mou De. Most 
‘of these shops were opened on the: 
‘ith instant and-are being conducted 
by natives of the Chaochow (Kuang- 
tung) district. In a statement| 
calling for a general meeting of| 
different organizations to-morrox 
afternoon at 2.30 o'clock to dis 
the problem and methods of coping 
with it, the Association states that. 
it is now well-known thar the opium 
combines are receiving the support, 
and protection of the military, 
naval and police authorities. Whilst 
the Peking Government did not, 
Gare to act contrary to public opin 
ion in connexion with the granting 
€£_ opium monopolies and the 
establishment of public opium sales 
agencies under government auspices, 
the local authorities are acting 
Gependently and are making 
“squeeze” to the extent of millions 
of dollars annually. “Even women|

harm done by the opium evil.”

‘Reports were presented by répre- 
sentatives from Hunan, Fukien, 
Kuangtung, Peking and ‘Szechuan, 
regarding the progress of the 
movement. Each of the representa- 
tives dealt with four questions.| 
(1) Is the Anti-Christian movement 
active and increasing? (2) What is 
its chief line of attack? (3) What 
effect has it on the public? (4) 
‘What is the reaction of the Church ? 
The reports were unanimous in’ 
ating that the anti-Christian. 
movement was active and was in. 
creasing in every part of China. 
Tt began about 1922 and has con- 
tinued as a mixture of anti-Chris-| 
tian attack, Communism, and 
snarchism, Further important fac- 
tors are nationalism and the new 
nationalistic philosophy. In general, 
two groups are concerned, students, 
‘and the labouring class.

break” of the now unhappily defunct 
Sport & Gossip,” of which he was 
‘clio owner. Mr. Harry Maitland 
vas also a very keen racing man, 
and in partnership with Mr. Pred 
Haskell owned several ponies, whict

‘no enviable position, at least 
can get their wages from the 
employers in full and need 
spend money in order to obtain 
a slave job; while the Chinese 
seamen ‘uffer from these and 
other forms of exploitation, un- 
known to the general public. 

Firstly, the Chinese seamen 
(crew, firemen, stewards, cooks) 
get their jobs through " agents, 
contractors or guarantors, — who, 
thanks to their monopoly of 
engaging seamen, practise the 
t vicious forms of exploitation.

All siga- 
ed away in chits, trying to keop 
Pace with the taipans, for whom 
the clubs were originally intended 
and who can afford it, Of an 
evening, rather than face the lone- 
¢ of his dingy room, he natural- 
ly proceeds to the cafés and shows 
which are all very well in thelr 
proper place.

against me calling me “tyrant” and| 
declaring that Tam making myself 
‘a powerful Overlord. Some of them 
yefused to assist any faction in Sze- 
chuan as long as they were permit~ 
ted to gather in the revenue where 
they have sat in peace. ‘They have 
maintained an opium monopoly and 
grown fabulously rich from this ne- 
farious trade. They have collected 
the salt revenues by force and thi 
funds have gone to enrich them- 
selves, If they have kept their r 
spective districts in peace there has 
been no attempt to develop the! 
resources of the provinee, though 
they have had plenty of money’ 
which to do so. 

In the development of my plans I 
felt it necessary to send some of 
my troops to Tzcliutsing, the great 
salt wells district of West China, 
There is revenue to be had there. 
While T have made the best of my 
resources in Chengtu, my “friends” 
hove appropriated. ‘that revenue. 
‘Though I have been Tuli I have not 
‘opposed them, But when it became 
necessary for me to draw from], 
those funds I find that they have 
formed a strong combination again 
me in order to retain control 
what they have had, — This, ai 
other revenue in this affluent ‘prov- 
nee would be quite sufficient for 
the needs of government and other 
natural development. But it can 
not be so used as long as it goes 
into these selfish channels, I, the 
fore, as administrator of govern: 
ment in this province declare tha: 
they’ shall not be permitted further 
to enrich themselves at the public 
expense, 

‘When I learned of their intention. 
to attack me I knew it would never 
be possible to incorporate such men 
into a system of good government. 
‘Though they have been trained to| 
fa military life, and some of then: 
have had positions of responsibility 
in times past, I consider them un- 
fitted for the’ posts they have held, 
and now hold, and therefore T have 
elevated six of my brigadiers, train- 
ed in my armies, to take their 
places. ‘These six, with the other 
generals I can trust, will give me 
ten divisions, and nearly a score 
of independent brigades. With this| 
force at my command I intend to 
in complete control of the 
province. 

T do not attack till T am attacked. 
Thave not raised the banner of war. 
I hope that the whole programme 
will be worked out with little fight- 
ing. ‘The men I trust are not only 
Joyal to me, but they are loyal to| 
the principles of good government.

Long Sentence on Chinese: 
Worst Case in Annals of 
French Court 


Yu Pah-hong, a wealthy foreign- 
dressed Chinese of the French 
Concession, was sentenced by M. 
Grépin (Assessor) and Mr. Niel 
(Magistrate) at the French Mixe! 
Gourt on Saturday to 15, 
years’ imprisonment (and  expul- 
ion) for cruelty to children, whom 
he well knew were kidnapped, by 
compelling them to work from 
early in the morning to late in the 
ing in a prison-like room from 
they were unable to escape, 
assaulting them and underfeeding 
them. 
‘A report of the affair was _pub- 
in the “North-China Daily 
vs" on the day following the 
discovery of the children in a house 
in Rue Admiral Bayle. ‘The children 
were mostly kidnapped by one Hu 
Ching-dong and sold to Yu at $5 
per head. Several were hired out 
by parents to Yu and others were 
apprenticed to him by different 
charitable Chinese organizations 
which failed to investigate into the 
condition of the little ones after 
they had left their care, 











Revolting Tales 
ex told in connexion with 
the alfair were of a most revolting 
usture. For failing to work through 
sickness, for working slowly and 
for other minor things the children 
were handcuffed and chained to the 
‘wall and beaten until they were 
‘half dead, From morning till even- 
ing they were kept huddled together 
in the one room, where they ato and 
stept, and were beaten and forced 
0 make articles of brass and gl 
receiving only two insufficient meals 
each day for their labours. ‘The 
children told the Court that all they 
had to eat were stale rice and 
rotten boiled cabbage.

A NEW COMET 








Copenhagen Astronomer's 
Discovery 


A telegram from Professoz 
Stroemgren at Copenhagen an- 
ounces the discovery of a new 
comet by Professor Schorr, the 
director of the Bergedort Obs 
tory. The comet was discovered— 

raphically—about 














a month ago, Its position then 
was: 

Right Ascension: 11 hours 48 
minutes, 

North Declination: 1 degree 44 
minutes, 


Tt is moting in a north-westerly 
direction at the rate of two minutes 
in Right Ascension, and five minutes 
in Declination per day. 

Tt appears from the telegram 
that Professor Stroemgren believes 
that the comet may be the periodie 
comet discovered by Professor 
Schorr in 1918, the return of whick 
is expected this year. Dr. Crom. 
melin, however, points out that the 
comet Professor Schorr discovered 
niust_now be situated on the far 
side of the sun, and thus cannot bs 
foentical with the new. comet whieh 
is placed in a part“of the sky 
practically opposite to the sun. He 
seems to think that this new ob- 
ject is definitely a new comet, anit 
not identical with any previously 
discovered periodic comet. 

‘The comet is therefore situated 
ion the borders of the constellations 
Leo and Virgo. It is announced t» 
‘be of the 11th magnitude. This 
‘estimation of its brightness is prob- 
ably based on its photographie ap-

cialists in regard to this unemploy-

for useful work.” The demoraliza- 
tion is already very real. Take one 
‘well authenticated Glasgow case.

seeure employment, but vacancies 
were rarer then even than they are 
now; he “gave up the ghost," as 
my informant put it, veazed Took- 
ing for work and “aeecu.modated 
himself to circumstances” by adapt- 
ing his standard of living to the 
purchasing power of the ‘ole, “He 
would fall down in a fit.”

When the actual chango 
occurred, prices showed a tendency 
to recover. 

An event of considerable signific- 
ance in the industrial world was 
the placing, by the Furness Withy 
Steampehip Co. of the orders for 
the building of six motor cargo 
vessels in Germany instead of in this 
country. The explanation eubse- 

















management clearly justifies their 
faction. The: Furness Withy man- 
agement was prepared to give a 
‘marked advandsge—namely, to the 
fextent of £10,000 on each vessel— 
to the tenders of English shipbuild- 
ig companies over their foreign 
competitors. But even with this 
handicap, the German shipbuilders| 
took the contracts at prices which 
made the tenders of the English 
shipbuilding companies look fan- 
tustic by comparison, Afterwards, 
the suczessful German compuny 
issued a statement denying that 
they received subsidies from the 
German Government and that they 
build their ships mostly with un- 
skilled labour; but, they admit that: 
the wages of German shipyard 
workers are lower than those of! 
British workers which is ac- 
‘counted for by the lower standard 
of living in Germany. 

‘The loss to Great Britain is much 
more than the loss of 0 much em- 
ployment at a time when employ- 
ment is badly needed. There is 
‘also. a loss of repute, because 
foreign shipping companies must 
have carefully noted the splendid 
advertisement thus given to tho 
German shipbuilding industry. Tt 
may be, however, that this painful 
illustration of how trade is being 
lost to this country by our higher 
cost of production, will be helpful 
in opening the eyes of all who are 
Jengaged in our staple industries to 
the stubborn facts with which they 
are faced. The recent report of 
Harland & Wolff showed that orders 
for ships, in some cases, were taken 
by this company at under the cost 
of production in order to give em- 
ployment to their men,

‘Sven Hedin's recent attack on 
the truthfulness of “Beasts, men 
fend gods” cannot but have its effect 
lor one's mental attitude towards 
lany new book by Ossendowski. But 
iv is one thing to write about travels 
in northern Asia where not one! 
Enropean in ten millions has ever 
been, and quite another to write of 
the decline and fall of the Russian 
Empire, on which any number ean 
take up the author. Probably some 
Jone will do s0, particularly in his 
Matements about Bolshevjgm. But 
Ossendowski is careful ‘what he 
says. For Instance he tells us that 
the famous “nationalization of 
women” was never actually | pro- 
claimed by the Soviet; but he gives 
chapter and verse of Soviet officials 
sending special congratulations and 
presents to unmarried girls of 
thirteen or fourteen who had be- 
‘come mothers. 
} The most ‘interesting parts of 
‘the book, however, are those which 
deal with the last days of the 
Empire, tho rottenness of which 
[Ossendowski paints in colours of| 
Fnconceivable darkness, Rasputin 
Jand the hysteria which made him 
possible were merely emblematical 
Jot what was going on through all 
ranks of society down to the lowest. 
Of the various superstitions pre- 
‘vailing among the Russian peasan- 
try (which one might be tempted 
{to think reveal some peculiar trait 
in the Slavonie character that made 
possible the excesses of the upper 
classes) he gives an extraordinarily 
interesting account. For instance, 
the chapter on witches, who, accord. 
ing to Ossendowski, are trained to 
be such from childhood, a recognis- 
ed witch adopting a ‘young girl 
‘who must not be baptised, in order 
to teach her the Black arts:— 
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Practise flagellation; the dancers; 
the “white doves,” self-condemned, 
as Macaulay put it, “to be deprived
